It isa moot point whothor. the present 
period im literature is ornpt one of decad- 
ance, There are complaints that none of 


the writers of this generation can be.,com- f 


pared with Shakespeare, and thore is the 
retort that tho supply of Shakespcares can- 
not be expected to iast for every there is 
only one Rome in the history of .a world. 
But are writers of first rank all-gone,.or. are 
any still with us? I¢ is‘casior to form an 
opinion than, fool confidence in ita aound- 
nesa. The- people’ of ‘Queen Elizabeth's 
day Ismented that there was then no 
Chaucer, or Spenser; and the existence ofa 
Shakespeare anda Johnson ond a Bacon 
among them was not apprecinted until a 
hundred years. lnter.’’

Time was when 
ho reading was done except by mon of 
learning, and the world’s aceumutstions of 
libraries were not so hugs. but ‘A diligent 
student could get’ a glimpse at everything 
they contained. Thus there was in those 
days a clear line of demarcation, which has 
besn completely obliterated since every- 
hody reads ; the roading community is no 
longer co-terminous with the student popu:
